RACING GOSSIP. 



The news assures us that a bookmaker in New 
York laid 250 to 5 against Berclair’s chances for 
the Brooklyn Handicap and went to penance 
when he learned, “from the records,” that the 
colt “had run the handicap distance on a rather 
deep track in 2 :06%. If such a bookmaker ex- 
ists he should get his head fixed, or he’ll keep 
on losing. 

Berclair isn’t in the Brooklyn, |aud never ran 
1% miles in 2:06*4. The colt isn’t up to such a 
performance on any kind of a track, much less 
“a rather deep one.” The cold figures of racing 
show Berclair to be the winner of three races 
last season : April 9, Tennessee Derby. Mem- 
phis, 109 pouuds, 1% miles, time, 1:55%; October 
10, Sherlock Stakes, Latonia, 101 pounds, 1 1-16 
miles, time, 1:49, and November 10, handicap, 
Latonia, 104 pounds, 1 mile and 70 yards, time, 
1 :46. Berclair’s a fair colt, is partial to a soft 
track, but he cannot do 2:06% for 1% miles, 
even with his Suburban 96 pounds impost. The 
chances are that the chronicler is at fault and 
the bookmaker a myth. As usual, the fable 
came from New York. There’s a fable machine 
there. It has a telegraphic attachment. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



J.T. F., Chicago, 111. — The membership of the 
Turf Congress is that of 1896 except that under 
Bye Law No. 5. St. Paul, Hawthorne. Harlem, 
Denver and Saratoga have lost their standing. 
Mr. Corrigan has represented Hawthorne, Mr. 
Rees. Memphis, Mr. Murphy, St. Louis and Mr. 
Young, Lexington. Lonely racing at New Or- 
leans is Lone Princess. The filly’s dam is 
Lonely. Under turf laws the New Orleans desig- 
nation cannot be “in line.” 

The new Fort Erie Jockey Club of Fort Erfe, 
Ont., claims dates from June 16 to 19, 22 to 26, 
June 29 to July 3 and July 5. The opening day 
is on Wednesday. On Thursday, July 1, Domin- 
ion Day, the Canadian Derby will probably be 
run. Mondays will not be race days, excepting 
the closing day, July 5, and that only because 
July 4th falls on Sunday. The fall dates have 
not yet been decided on. 

The Supreme Court of Alabama last Monday 
reversed the decision of the lower Court which 
held that the law which prohibits the buying or 
selling of pools on races, ball games or other 
contests was unconstitutional. The Supreme 
Court says the law is good, and all of the pool- 
rooms in the state went out of business in con- 
sequence. 

E. T. McConnell’s string with Virgie Dixon 
and two youngsters was shipped from Roby to 
Madison, 111., Friday. The Order two-year-old 
in the string, has shown speed and is reported 
to be of stake class. 



George Van Gordon, an experienced Califor- 
nian horseman, has gone to Mexico with a car- 
load of horses, among them Articus, Miss Cun- 
ningham and Playful.
